He is survived toy his wife, 
Emily, a young son, both of 
Acton, and one brother, Ivan 
Munson, of Pasadena. 

Graveside services will be 
held at 3 p.m. today at Rose 
Hills Memorial Park in Whit¬ 
tier. His many friends visited 
for the last time yesterday 
at the Valley View Mortuary 
in Palmdale. 


Parcel Tags 
Not Needed, 
Louk Advises 

Many postal patrons still 
are needlessly writing “may 
be opened for postal inspec¬ 
tion” on parcel post pack¬ 
ages, Postmaster Charles 
Louk said yesterday. 

Mr. Louk stated Postmas¬ 
ter General Arthur E. Sum- 
merfield had asked postmas¬ 
ters throughout the country 
to call public attention to 
the fact that it is no longer 
necessary to take the time 
and trouble to put the nota¬ 
tion on parcel post. 

A recent rule change abol¬ 
ished the requirement that 
sealed parcel post packages 
contain the notation or be 
subject to higher postage 
rates. 

Formerly, if the mailer 
sealed the parcel post pack¬ 
age and did not indicate that 
it could be opened for postal 
inspection, it was subject to 
the higher first-class postage 
rate, collectible from either 
sender or addressee.

Snag Seen 
In Trail 
Fill Plan 


A new snag developed yes¬ 
terday in the proposed can¬ 
yon fill project along M.t. 
Wilson Trail when it was 
learned that an adequate ti¬ 
tle search will cost approxi¬ 
mately $1,000. 

The fill application, sought 
by Melvin L. Bowman, 655 
Falrview Ave., is expected to 
set a precedent for future 
development in Sierra Madre. 

Mr. Bowman plans to sub¬ 
divide about 15 mountain¬ 
side acres he owns and con¬ 
tends he can get into the 
area over land he recently 
acquired along Mt. Wilson 
Trail. The only improved 
road into the area is pri¬ 
vately owned by residents. 

The city instructed T. Guy 
Cornyn, city attorney, to 
make a title search to deter¬ 
mine the matter of access. 
Mr. Cornyn, in a letter to 
City Administrator Lawrence 
C. Bevington, said: 

“I called on the Title In¬ 
surance Co. . . . to inquire 
about the title search to de¬ 
termine the matter of access 
to the Bowman property. The 
title company has a record 
of Ordinance No. 192 and ac¬ 
companying map by which 
the city purported to declare 
Mt. Wilson Trail a public 
street 40 feet wide, as indi¬ 
cated on the map. 

“However, the title com¬ 
pany stated that in order to 
provide a complete report of 
easements and other possible 
means of access in the gen¬ 
eral area it would be neces¬ 
sary to make a complete 
search of the records affect¬ 
ing all of the ownerships in 
this area, and that the esti¬ 
mated cost of this would be 
from $750 to $1,000. In view 
of this I did not order any 
report. 

“While I was there they 
made a rather cursory exam¬ 
ination of the records and it 
appeared that the only pub¬ 
lic easement was the one 
covered by Ordinance No.

Henry D. Allen Is 
Former Silver Shirt 

By Harry Elwood 

At 79 years of age, Henry D. Allen is a soft-spoken man 
with a fringe of gray hair, a Roman nose and a slightly 
florid face. He resembles a retired rancher who has lived 
his life innocently in the pursuit of a few head of cattle. 

Yet, as the facts and his own statements soon make 
obvious, Mr. Allen has lived

pursuing Jews. 

Mr. Allen is a frustrated 
individual, a man obsessed. 
He is convinced that the 
Jews are united in an inter¬ 
national Zionist cabal dedi¬ 
cated to the destruction of 
Christianity, the overthrow 
of Democracy and the sub¬ 
version of what he considers 
the true American way of 
life. 

HE IS responsible to a 
large degree for the unrest 
in Sierra Madre. He has dis¬ 
tributed anti-Judist litera¬ 
ture (his own term) through 
the mail to Sierra Madreans. 

He has participated and 
was undoubtedly the guid¬ 
ing spirit in meetings at the 
home of his daughter, Mrs. 
Lloyd Schramm, 249 Wilson, 
Sierra Madre. He has paid 
unsolicited visits on at least 
two, and probably more, Si¬ 
erra Madreans. 

Mr. Allen, furthermore, 
has served prison terms at 
San Quentin and Folsom 
Penitentiaries. 

He is better known, how¬ 
ever, as a former leader of 
the Silver Shirts, an organ¬ 
izer of the American White 
Guard and prominent fig¬ 
ure in Fascist circles gener¬ 
ally. He has been mentioned 
in such terms specifically by 
the ultra-conservative Dies 
Committee on Un-American 
Activities and by Jack Ten¬ 
ney's Joint Fact-F i n d i n g 
Committee on Un-American 
Activities in California. 

MR. ALLEN lives at 1601 
Milan, South Pasadena. He 
believes he is an exemplary 
citizen, although he prefers 
to forget his activities of 30 
or 40 years ago. 

Sadder still, he is con¬ 
vinced h i s viewpoints are 
the only ones worthy of con¬ 
sideration. 

His activities were first ob¬ 
served in Sierra Madre at a 
special meeting of the Board 
of Education last Feb. 7, 
shortly after the Board 
adopted a statement of poli¬ 
cy on sectarian religion in 
the public schools. 

Several times during the 
meeting he conferred with 
his son-in-law, Lloyd 
Schramm, who as you may 
recall, made some inaccurate 
remarks about the camera¬ 
men present at the meeting. 

That same evening anti- 
Semitic literature was dis¬ 
tributed outside the school, 
although, in the interest of 
accuracy, authorities believe 
Mr. Allen had nothing to do 
with this episode. 

A FEW days later, Mr. 
Allen distributed an anti- 
Semitic tract to several Si¬ 
erra Madreans in which he 
purported that the action of 
the Board of Education was 
part of a Zionist plot. 

A somewhat revised ver¬ 
sion of this letter appears in 
the March issue of “Defender 
M a g a z i n e,” published in 
Wichita, Kan., by the notori¬ 
ous anti-Semite, the Rev. 
Gerald B. Winrod. 

Active in pro-Nazi organi¬ 
zations in the 1930s and ’40s, 
police records and newspa¬ 
per clippings reveal that Mr. 
Allen has been arrested sev¬ 
eral times and convicted 
twice. 

HE WAS first arrested in 
Los Angeles on May 17, 1910, 
and charged with “uttering 
fictitious checks.” He re¬ 
ceived a three-year suspend¬ 
ed sentence. 

On May 12, 1912, he was 
apprehended i n Philadel¬ 
phia, and charged with be¬ 
ing a fugitive and brought 
back to Los Angeles. (Ap¬ 
parently his suspended sen¬ 
tence was revoked.) 

On July 1, 1912, he was 
committed to S a n Quentin 


for one year. He was dis¬ 
charged from prison May 1, 
1913. 

On April 21, 1915, he was 
committed to Folsom from 
Santa Barbara on a forgery 
charge. He was released Oct. 
3, 1916. 

On Feb. 1, 1919, he was ar¬ 
rested in Los Angeles Coun¬ 
ty, charged with suspicion of 
a felony and was released on 
his own recognizance. (There 
is no record of the disposi¬ 
tion of the case.) 

On June 31, 1924, he was 
arrested in San Francisco 
and charged with “uttering 
fictitious checks.” (No dis¬ 
position of case.) 

On Oct. 5, 1925, the Los 
Angeles Police Department 
issued a bulletin, No. 233, 
stating that Mr. Allen was 
wanted for uttering ficti¬ 
tious checks. He was arrested 
but again there was no dis¬ 
position of the case. 

He has used the following 
aliases: Harry Alien, H. A. 
Allen, H. O. Moffett and 
Howard Leighton Allen. 

AS A PROFESSIONAL agi¬ 
tator, Mr. Allen has a long 
record of association with 
numerous organizations that 
fattened on the sincere de¬ 
sires of many Americans to 
keep out of World War II. 
Most of these groups.are now 
defunct, even if their mov¬ 
ing spirits are still with us. 

He i s mentioned i n t h e 
book “Undercover,” by John 
Roy Carlson, on Pages 137, 
146, 173, 387 and 444-45. 

The 1943 report of the 
Joint Fact-Finding Commit¬ 
tee on Un-American Activi- 
ties in California contains 
the following paragraph on 
Page 259: 

“Henry D. Allen was con¬ 
nected with the American 
White Guards, which was 
definitely pro-Fascist in 
character. Allen testified be¬ 
fore a congressional commit¬ 
tee that he had at one time 
been a Silver Shirt leader 
and had been authorized by 
Mrs. Leslie Fry (Paqui ta 
Louise De Shishmareff) to 
make a tour of the country 
at her expense. He had 
gained the confidence of the 
Pasadena Chapter of the 
America First Committee 
and was scheduled to speak 
at one of its meetings on 
June 6, 1941. tout the people 
of Pasadena protested and 
his address was cancelled.” 

THE VOLUME “It’s a Se¬ 
cret,” by Henry Hoke, pub¬ 
lished in 1946 by Reynal and 
Hitchcock, Inc., contains ref¬ 
erences to Henry D. Allen on 
Page 31, 33 and 202. The ref¬ 
erence on Page 202, regard¬ 
ing a sedition trial, states: 

“None of the (big frogs’ 

. . . before the grand jury 
were indicted for sedition. 
There was Henry D. Allen, 
Dan Gilbert, Guy Jeune- 
mann. . . . Allen probably 
evaded indictment because 
he decided to turn state’s 
evidence. Allen was a West 
Coast liaison man who was 
in and out of a dozen move¬ 
ments. He had a record of 
serving in both Folsom and 
San Quentin. His testimony 
should shed much light on 
the whole pro-Nazi conspira¬ 
cy. ...” 

MR. ALLEN'S testimony 
was referred to in the fol¬ 
lowing paragraphs from the 
report of the Dies Committee 
on Un-American Activities in 
the United States: 

“Cooperating groups — the 
committee has found abun¬ 
dant evidence of the cooper¬ 
ation of certain other or¬ 
ganizations with the Ger- 
man-American Bund. This is 
a more serious matter than 
is the direct strength or in¬ 
fluence of the bund itself.

LEGAL NOTICE 


ORDINANCE NO. 583 

AN ORDINANCE OF THE 
CITY COUNCIL OF THE 
CITY OF SIERRA MADRE, 
CALIFORNIA, CREATING A 
PARK AND RECREATION 
COMMISSION; PRESCRIB¬ 
ING THE POWERS AND DU¬ 
TIES OF SUCH COMMISSION 
AND PROVIDING FOR THE 
EMPLOYMENT OF A REC¬ 
REATION DIRECTOR. 

THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE 
CITY OF SIERRA MADRE 
DOES ORDAIN AS FOL¬ 
LOWS: 

SECTION 1. That there 
shall be and is hereby cre¬ 
ated a Park and Recreation 
Commission of the City of 
Sierra Madre. 

SECTION 2. That the said 
Commission shall be com¬ 
posed of seven members, all 
of whom shall be qualified 
electors of said City and 
shall serve without compen¬ 
sation. The members shall 
be appointed by the City 
Council and shall include 
(1) one member of the City 
Council, (2) one member of 
the Board of Trustees of the 
Sierra Madire School District 
to be nominated by the 
Board of Trustees arid ap¬ 
proved by the City Council, 
and (3) five members of the 
public who shall hold no 
other public office in the 
City of Sierra Madre. Each 
such member shall hold of¬ 
fice for a period of three (3) 
years except that the terms 
of the members of the City 
Council and the Board of 
Trustees shall terminate 
upon the vacation of their 
respective memberships on 
the City Council or said 
Board of Trustees. 

SECTION 3. The Commis¬ 
sion shall hold at least one 
regular meeting each month, 
the date of such meeting or 
meetings to be established 
by resolution of the Commis¬ 
sion. 

SECTION 4. The powers 
and duties of the Commis¬ 
sion shall be as follows: 

(a) To advise the City Coun¬ 
cil in all matters relat¬ 
ing to public parks and 
recreational programs. 

(b) To review all policies 
and programs relating to 
parks and recreation and 
to recommend to the 
City Council the adop¬ 
tion, revision or expan¬ 
sion of park and recrea¬ 
tion plans for the City. 

(c) To consult with and ad¬ 
vise the Recreation Di¬ 
rector in all matters per¬ 
taining to the recreation 
program. 

(d) To act for the City in 
contacts with the public 
and private organiza¬ 
tions in matters relating 
to public parks or recre¬ 
ation. 

(e) To enlist and promote 
the financial, moral and 
participative cooperation 
of private persons or or¬ 
ganizations in the recre¬ 
ation program. 

(f) To promote the coopera¬ 
tion of the Sierra Madre 
School District in the 
carrying out of the rec¬ 
reation program both 
from the standpoint of 
the use of available fa¬ 
cilities, the acquiring of 
new or other facilities 
and the sharing of the 
costs of the recreation 
program with the City. 

(g» To keep informed the 
aforesaid Board of Trus¬ 
tees regarding policies, 
programs and future rec¬ 
reational needs of the 
City of Sierra Madre. 

(h) To prepare and submit 
to the City Council an¬ 
nually with the advice 
and assistance of the 
Recreation Director a 
proposed budget for the 
recreation program, such 
budget to be submitted 
to the City Council and 
to the Board of Trustees 
of the Sierra Madre 
School District on or be- 
for April 1st of each 
year. 

(i) To recommend to the 
City Council a qualified 
individual to be em¬ 
ployed by the City Coun¬ 
cil as Recreation Direc¬ 
tor. 

(j) To consider and evalu¬ 
ate the recommendations 
of the Recreation Direc¬ 
tor for the employment 
of necessary personnel 
to assist in the recrea¬ 
tion program whenever 
the position to be filled 
and the compensation to 
be paid therefor are in¬ 
cluded in the budget ap¬ 
proved by the City Coun¬ 
cil. 

(k) To consider and act upon 
requests for the use of 
park or recreation facili¬ 
ties.

To 
do this they must be ac¬ 
quainted with the construc¬ 
tion of buildings in their 
jurisdiction. 

In most cities, including 
Sierra Madre, there are three 
types of building construc¬ 
tion: fire resistive, brick and 
frame. The first has fire re- 
s i s t i v e walls, floors and 
roofs. The brick type has 
masonry walls, joisted floors, 
interior partitions and struc¬ 
ture of wood, with sometimes 
heavy timber construction. 
The frame type is of wood 
throughout. 

Because the local firemen 
are semi-volunteers, much 
of this important training 
is omitted, and yet much is 
known of the hazardous lo¬ 
cations. The response to fire 
calls here has been without 
criticism, and the early ar¬ 
rival is vital. Many fires that 
could have easily reached a 
major stage in a short while 
have been stopped. 

There can’t be any harm 
in reminding residents that 
the rains promote growth of 
weeds and unwanted high 
grass which endanger areas 
that reach to loose wood¬ 
piles or rubbish.

Pasadena will go to the polls April 4 to decide whether 
W. Blake Fairweather or Clarence A. Oakley should have 
the Fifth District seat on the Pasadena Board of Directors. 
In Thursday’s election the two candidates came out ahead 
of a field of eight, including four from Hastings Ranch. 

C. Lewis Edwards, unop¬ 
posed, won the Third District 
seat. A. Ray Benedict, in¬ 
cumbent from the First Dis¬ 
trict, defeated his only op¬ 
ponent, John II. Hayes, by 
more than three to one. 

Pasadenans also apparent¬ 
ly feel that $10 a meeting 
for the once-a-week regular¬ 
ly scheduled meetings of the 
board is sufficient. They 
soundly voted down a raise 
to $25 a meeting, with the 
total not to exceed $125 a 
month. 

Only 21 per cent, or 12,^69, 
of the city's 61,000 registered 
voters turned out to vote. 
Even in Hastings Ranch, 
where a heavy vote was ex¬ 
pected, the percentage ran 
little better. 

One Hastings Ranch can¬ 
didate, Carl M. Shafer, was 
third in his race, missing a 
chance for a runoff with the 
leader, Fairweather, by only 
310 votes. Fairweather polled 
4,018; Oakley, 2,570; Shafer, 
2,260; Donald Wagner, 1,940;

Moreover, there are a variety of 
accommodations in both areas to suit 
either the "bedroll” or the "inner- 
spring" type of sportsman. Camps in 
both areas also provide boat and 
tackle rentals. 

Interstate license regulations re¬ 
quire all persons fishing from a boat 
or other floating device in these wa¬ 
ters to have a Colorado River Spe¬ 
cial Use Stamp attached to their 
regular license. Shore fishing, how¬ 
ever, requires only a valid license 
from the State having jurisdiction 
over the shoreline. The Colorado 
River Use Stamp costs two dollars 
and expires with the State license. 
Non-resident license fees are five 
dollars in Arizona, ten dollars in 
California; a special 10-day California 
permit may be obtained for three 
dollars. 

A 226-mile trip from San Bernar¬ 
dino, the route to Parker Dam fol¬ 
lows US 91 to Colton, US 70 to 
Desert Center and then Aqueduct 
Road to the dam The trip passes 
through the citrus belt of San Ber¬ 
nardino Valley, and between the 
Beaumont-Banning stretch the scene 
changes to the cherry orchards of 
San Gorgonio Pass. The remainder 
of the trip is through desert country. 

Palo Verde is 195 miles from San 
Bernardino and also starts with a 
drive along US 91 to Colton. From 
Colton, follow US 70 to Blythe and 
then take the county road south to 
Palo Verde.
